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MIDDLE EAST - 

ARAB DRAFTING GROUP IS REPORTEDLY CONSIDERING THE POSSIBILITY 
OF INTRODUCING TWO RESOLUTIONS IN THE SECURITY COUNCIL: A 
SYRIAN DRAFT ON PALESTINE AND AN EGYPTIAN DRAFT ON THE MIDDLE EAST. 
JORDANIAN AMBASSADOR SHARAF TOLD A FEW REPORTERS THAT THE BASIC 
PRINCIPLES OF THE SYRIAN DRAFT WOULD INCLUDE AN EXPRESSION OF 
PALESTINE RIGHTS, CALL FOR COMPLETE ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL, 

TIMETABLE FOR RECONVENING THE SECURITY COUNCIL, AND POSSIBLY 
REFERENCE TO CHARTER CHAPTER VII. USUN UNDERSTANDS THERE IS NO 
QUARREL AMONG ARABS ON THE PRINCIPLES IN THE SYRIAN DRAFT, BUT IT 
IS GENERALLY RECOGNIZED THAT IT WOULD PROVOKE AT LEAST ONE 
AND PROBABLY SEVERAL VETOES. THREE-PART RESOLUTION WHICH 
EGYPTIANS APPEAR TO BELIEVE "MODERATE" ENOUGH TO PASS WOULD 
CALL FOR TOTAL ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL FROM ALL TERRITORIES OCCUPIED 
IN 1967, RECOGNITION OF NATIONAL RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE, 

AND CALL FOR RECONVENING GENEVA CONFERENCE WITH PALESTINIAN 
PARTICIPATION. (CONFIDENTIAL - OURTEL 104) 

PIPE BOMBS AT IRAQI UN MISSION - 

AFTER WARNING TELEPHONE CALL TO CHANNEL 2 NEWS BY AN INDIVIDUAL 
IDENTIFYING HIMSELF AS A REPRESENTATIVE OF "JEWISH UNDERGROUND 
ARMY," NEW YORK CITY POLICE LOCATED AND DISMANTLED TWO BOMBS 
AT IRAQI UN MISSION LATE JANUARY 12. DURING EARLY MORNING 
HOURS JANUARY 13, VARIOUS NEWS MEDIA RECEIVED CALLS FROM 
UNIDENTIFIED INDIVIDUALS CLAIMING TO REPRESENT "JEWISH ARMED 
RESISTANCE STRIKE MOVEMENT" AND CLAIMING RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
THE BOMBS. REPUTED "ARMY" SPOKESMAN SAID DEVICES HAD BEEN 
PLANTED "TO CALL ATTENTION TO THE FACT THAT IF THE UN SUPPORTS 
MURDERERS AND TERRORISTS, THEY MAY EXPECT TO BE THE VICTIMS 
OF TERRORISTS AND ...TO CALL ATTENTION TO THE FACT THAT SECRETARY 
OF STATE KISSINGER IS DESTROYING THE STATE OF ISRAEL." JDL 
SPOKESMAN, WHILE DISAVOWING THAT ORGANIZATION'S ROLE IN THE 
INCIDENT, IS REPORTED TO HAVE APPLAUDED THE ATTEMPTED BOMBING.

BELIZE - 
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UKUN OFFICER RICHARDSON SAID HE KNEW NOTHING OF ANY PUBLIC 
STATEMENT BY UK PERMREP RICHARD NOR ANY REPORT BY UKUN TO THE 
UN REGARDING UK-BELIZE AGREEMENT ON INDEPENDENCE. AS A 
RESULT OF LONDON TALKS, UK WAS PLANNING TO GO AHEAD WITH 
DISCUSSIONS WITH GUATEMALA BUT WAS NOT INTENDING ANY REPORT 
TO THE UN, ACCORDING TO RICHARDSON. (CONFIDENTIAL - OURTEL 101) 

COMMITTEE TO REVIEW ROLE OF UN IN DISARMAMENT - 
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SWEDISH MISSION OFFICER BERG SUGGESTED IT WOULD BE USEFUL IF 
DELEGATES TO THE JANUARY 26 ORGANIZATIONAL MEETING OF THE AD HOC 
COMMITTEE TO REVIEW THE ROLE OF THE UN IN DISARMAMENT COULD 
DISCUSS SOME OF THE SUBSTANTIVE PROPOSALS THEY ARE CONSIDERING 
IN INFORMAL "CORRIDOR" MEETINGS. HE CONFIRMED UNDER SECRETARY 
THORSSON'S INTEREST IN THE CHAIRMANSHIP OF THE COMMITTEE AND SAID 
SHE WOULD ARRIVE IN NEW YORK JANUARY 24. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - 
OURTEL 97)

SECURITY COUNCIL - MIDDLE EAST 

THE SECURITY COUNCIL HEARD STATEMENTS JANUARY 13 BY THE REPRE- 
SENTATIVES OF EGYPT, SYRIA, JORDAN AND THE UAE AS THE DEBATE 
CONTINUED ON THE MIDDLE EAST PROBLEM INCLUDING THE PALESTINIAN 
QUESTION. THE NEXT MEETING IS SCHEDULED FOR 3:00 PM JAN 14. 

MEGUID (EGYPT), WHO REGRETTED THAT MANY OPPORTUNITIES LEADING 
NEARER TO A JUST SETTLEMENT HAD BEEN MISSED, STATED THAT THE 
DEBATE SHOULD BE FOCUSED PRIMARILY ON THE POLITICAL ASPECTS OF THE 
PALESTINE QUESTION. EGYPT, BY PARTICIPATING, DID NOT CONSIDER 
IT AS AN ALTERNATIVE, BUT RATHER A PREREQUISITE, TO THE 
RECONVENING OF THE GENEVA CONFERENCE. HE EMPHASIZED THE 
FOLLOWING BASIC ELEMENTS: THE SC COULD ADD A POSITIVE 
CONTRIBUTION BY AGREEING UNANIMOUSLY TO A RESOLUTION THAT A 
PERMANENT AND A JUST PEACE MUST BEBASED ON THE 

ACHIEVEMENT BY THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE OF THEIR NATIONAL RIGHTS; EGYPT 
CALLED FOR ESTABLISHMENT OF AN INDEPENDENT PALESTINIAN 
ENTITY; TOTAL WITHDRAWAL OF ISRAEL FROM ALL ARAB TERRITORIES 
OCCUPIED SINCE JUNE 5, 1967 - NO OTHER INTERPRETATION OF SC 
RESOLUTION 242 COULD BE ACCEPTED; GENEVA PEACE CONFERENCE 
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WITHIN UN FRAMEWORK HAD NOT YET BEEN GIVEN CHANCE TO DEAL 
CONSTRUCTIVELY WITH THE SITUATION; GENEVA CONFERENCE SHOULD BE 
RECONVENED WITH PARTICIPATION OF ALL CONCERNED, INCLUDING THE PLO, 
ON AN EQUAL FOOTING; AND SC SHOULD SUPPORT RECONVENING OF 
GENEVA CONFERENCE AND REQUEST THE SECRETARY GENERAL, 

SOVIET UNION AND US TO FORWARD INVITATIONS. 
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UNSUMMARY 

A LEAF (SYRIA) DECLARED THAT THE 'ZIONIST ENTITY" WAS ABSENT 
BECAUSE IT WAS "APRAID OP PEACE," WHICH COULD ONLY BE BASED 
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ON JUSTICE; BUT THE ABSENCE OP "THE GUILTY CRIMINAL" WOULD NOT SAVE 
IT PROM THE JUDGMENT OF THE WORLD COMMUNITY. RESOLUTION 242 
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COULD NOT SUPERSEDE OR CLAIM TO REPLACE GA OR SC RESOLUTIONS 
RELATING TO THE PALESTINE QUESTION OR TO THE MIDDLE EAST 
PROBEEM. HE EELT THE SC SHOULD HARMONIZE ITS ACTIONS WITH 
DECISIONS OE THE WHOLE MEMBERSHIP AS REFLECTED IN GA 
RESOEUTIONS. THESE PROVIDED CLEAR GUIDELINES EOR A SOLUTION AND 
ALL WERE OE EQUAL VALIDITY. COMPLETE WITHDRAWAL EROM ALL OCCUPIED 
ARAB TERRITORIES AND THE ACHIEVEMENT OE THE RIGHTS OE THE 
PALESTINIAN PEOPLE WERE INDISPENSABLE PRIOR CONDITIONS FOR 
PEACE, AND WHEN THESE WERE MET THE SC COUED START CONSIDERATION OF 
PEACE REQUIREMENTS AND GUARANTEES. THE SC MUST BE READY TO BE 
RECONVENED WITHIN A SPECIFIED TIME IN ORDER TO FOLLOW UP THE 
IMPLEMENTATION OF ANY RESOEUTIONS OR MEASURES ADOPTED AND TO TAKE 
THE NECESSARY STEPS IN CASE OF ANY OBSTRUCTION. THE SC SHOULD 
REQUEST THE SYG TO UNDERTAKE THE NECESSARY PREPARATIONS FOR 
ENSURING SUCH IMPLEMENTATION WITHIN THE PERIODS FIXED BY THE SC. 

SHARAF (JORDAN) STATED THAT SYRIA, EGYPT, JORDAN AND THE 
PALESTINIANS WERE PRESENT; "A RARE AND PRECIOUS MOMENT EXISTS, 

BUT IS ABOUT TO BE LOST " BECAUSE OF ISRAEL'S ABSENCE. HOWEVER, 

THE SC AND THE WORLD COMMUNITY WERE PRESENT. THE SURVIVAL OF 
ISRAEL WAS NOT AT STAKE. "THE SURVIVAL OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPEE 
AS A NATIONAL ENTITY AND THE TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OF THE 
ARAB STATES VICTIM OF OCCUPATION OR THREAT THEREOF ARE NOW THE 
ISSUES." WHILE JORDAN'S DEFINITION OF ITS DIPLOMATIC ROLE HAD 
CHANGED, ITS BASIC DIAGNOSIS OF THE PROBLEM OF PALESTINE AND 
THE MIDDLE EAST AND THE ROAD TO A JUST SETTLEMENT HAD NOT 
CHANGED. ISRAEL HAD TO DEAL WITH "THE PALESTINIAN REALITY," AND 
REALIZE THAT TERRITORIAL EXPANSION WAS THE OPPOSITE OF PEACE. 

THE SC COULD BUILD A PEACE IF IT ADOPTED A PROGRAM INVOLVING 
"A TIMETABLE FOR ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL FROM THE TERRITORIES OCCUPIED 
IN 1967 AND AN ENDORSEMENT OF THE PALESTINIAN RIGHT OF NATIONAL 
SELF-DETERMINATION." A JUST SETTLEMENT, SHARAF STATED, HAD TO 
INCLUDE THE "IN-GATHERING " OF THE PALESTINIANS AND THE RIGHT OF 
RETURN TO THOSE WHO HAD BEEN EXPELLED. 

UAE FOREIGN MINISTER GHOBASH SAID THAT THE WORLD COMMUNITY 
NOW PERCEIVED THE FUNDAMENTAL CAUSES OF THE ISRAELI BEHAVIOR, AND 
THE GA RESOLUTION ON ZIONISM AS A FORM OF RACISM HAD PAVED 
THE WAY TO PUT ISRAELI ACTIONS "UNDER SCRUTINY." THE WORLD 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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NOW SAW THAT PEACE IN THE MIDDLE EAST WAS PREDICATED ON JUSTICE 
TO THE PALESTINIANS, AND THIS AWARENESS HAD TO BE TRANSLATED 
INTO CONCRETE EXPRESSIONS. WITHOUT A RECOGNITION BY THE COUNCIL 
OF THE BASIC PALESTINIAN RIGHTS, THERE COULD BE NO MOVEMENT 
TOWARD PEACE. THE PASSAGE OF TIME HAD ERODED MUCH OF THE 
CREDIBILITY OF SC RESOLUTION 242. THE GA RESOLUTIONS OF THE LAST 
TWO SESSIONS PERTAINING TO THE PALESTINIANS' INALIENABLE 
NATIONAL RIGHTS IN THEIR HOMELAND AND THE FULFILLMENT OF THEIR 
RIGHTS OF SELF-DETERMINATION AND RETURN TO THEIR HOMES, 
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CONSTITUTED THE BASIS EOR AN SC COMMITMENT AND RESOLUTION, 
GHOBASH STATED.

SOVIET STATEMENT ON MIDDLE EAST - 

UN CIRCULATED (A/31/43; S/1 1928), AT REQUEST OE SOVIET REPRE- 
SENTATIVE MALIK, TEXT OE JANUARY 9 STATEMENT BY THE SOVIET 
GOVERNMENT ON THE MIDDLE EAST. IT IS CRITICAL OE "CERTAIN 
STATES" WHICH CONTINUE TO STRIVE TO BYPASS THE GENEVA PEACE 
CONEERENCE, SEEK SEPARATE ARRANGEMENTS THAT EAIL TO DEAL WITH 
KEY PROBLEMS, AND CLEARLY HOPE TO DISUNITE THE ARAB STATES. THE 
MAIN RESULT OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL'S DISCUSSION MUST BE THE 
CREATION OF THE NECESSARY CONDITIONS FOR THE RESUMPTION AND 
EFFECTIVE WORK OF THE GENEVA CONFERENCE. THE NOTE ALSO STATES 
THAT THE ARABS ARE SHOWING READINESS TO REACH A MIDDLE EAST 
SETTLEMENT ON A REASONABLE BASIS, AND THEY HAVE A RIGHT TO EXPECT 
THAT THE OTHER SIDE WILL ALSO DISPLAY A SENSE OF REALISM. 

ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL - 

ECOSOC OPENED ITS ORGANIZATIONAL SESSION JANUARY 13 BY 
ELECTING BY ACCLAMATION AKE (IVORY COAST) AS ITS PRESIDENT FOR 
1976; AND SMID (CZECHOSLOVAKIA), RIVAS (COLOMBIA) AND 
LONGERSTAEY (BELGIUM) AS VICE PRESIDENTS. ELECTION OF A FOURTH 
VICE PRESIDENT, FROM THE ASIAN GROUP, WAS DEFERRED. WITHOUT 
DISCUSSION, THE COUNCIL ADOPTED A SIX-ITEM AGENDA WHICH IS 
MAINLY CONCERNED WITH ECOSOC'S BASIC PROGRAM OF WORK FOR 1976, 
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ACTIONS ARISING OUT OF THE DECISIONS OF THE 30TH GA, AND 
ELECTIONS TO SUBSIDIARY AND RELATED BODIES. STATEMENTS ON 
THE WORK OF THE COUNCIL WERE MADE BY THE NEW PRESIDENT, BY 
OUTGOING PRESIDENT AKHUND (PAKISTAN) AND BY THE SOVIET REPRESENTA- 
TIVE. THE EGYPTIAN REPRESENTATIVE SAID HE WOULD PROPOSE THAT 
THE ITEM RELATED TO THE DECADE FOR ACTION TO COMBAT RACISM AND 
RACIAL DISCRIMINATION, SLATED FOR CONSIDERATION AT THE APRIL/ 

MAY SESSION, BE CONSIDERED IN PLENARY RATHER THAN BY THE 
SOCIAL COMMITTEE; THEREFORE, THE DECADE WOULD HAVE TO BE 
SEPARATED FROM OTHER HUMAN RIGHTS QUESTIONS. THE MEXICAN 
DELEGATE PROPOSED THAT AN ITEM ON THE CHARTER OF ECONOMIC RIGHTS 
AND DUTIES OF STATES BE INCEUDED FOELOWING THE ITEM ON PROGRAM 
OF ACTION ON THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC 
ORDER.
